But he said that, if he saw handwrit- 
ing evidence to the contrary, “I would 
have to accept that I was seeing vi- 
sions." 

Moving into the fourth and last week 
of hearings on the Kennedy case, the 
committee planned additional testimony 
described as “an introduction to conspir- 
acies." 

The rest of the week is to be devoted 
to a cross-examination of the most 
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prominent conspiracy theories that have 
arisen in the 15 years since Kennedy’s 
death. 

The major ones involve a rumor that - 
the U.S. underworld arranged the assas- 
sination because of then-Attomey Gen- 
eral Robert F. Kennedy’s crackdown on 
organized crime and speculation of 
Cuban involvement in the assassination, 
possibly in retaliation for Central Intelli- 
gence Agency plots to kill Cuban Pre- 


mier Fidel Castro. 

In a television interview Sunday, 
Rep. Richardson Preyer, D-N.C., the 
committee chairman, said Congress was 
outraged at the CIA for plotting with 
organized crime to kill Castro. 

Preyer said the CIA also opened itself 
to public criticism for the way it handled 
a Soviet secret police defector who said 
Oswald was not a Russian agent. The 
defector, Yuri Nosenko, was subjected 


to more than three years of imprison- 
ment and hostile interrogation, because 
the CIA thought he was planting false 
information about Oswald. 

Soviet television viewers, meanwhile, 
were told that the Kennedy assassina- 
tion was a conspiracy and involved more 
than one assassin. 

The program Sunday made no men- 
tion of Oswald’s links with Cuba and 
with Russia, where he lived for several 
years. 


The assassination came up in an 
hour-long program about Dallas. 

The commentator said the conspiracy 
was linked to Texas millionaire H.L. 
Hunt and that the CIA and Federal 
Bureau of Investigation had a hand in it. 

He said the killing may have been a 
skirmish in an “invisible economic war 
between old moneyed interests in the 
Northeast and newly rich oil barons of 
the Southwest.
